The man who owns 
it is entitled to a fair price for it. When he cuts it into logs and sells it 
to the mills, his profit is just and legitimate. 

Second. The mill cuts the log into lumber. Lumber is worth more 
than logs and therefore the mill man has a right to add enough to the 
price to pay him profit on his investment. 

Here let us say, is a board worth 10c at the mill. It is ready for use. 
Nothing more need be done to it. Sawed the proper size and fitted into 
place, it becomes a permanent part of a building, costing a fair price — 10c. 

Third. But though the board is ready, the old extra-cost system is 
not. The broker, possibly, buys that board and sells it to the wholesaler 
at y 2 z profit. The price at the wholesaler's is then 10^c — the value 
is the same — 10c!

r'\TOV have often heard the expression "The good lumber is 
j£ all gone." No doubt you have wondered why it is so soft 
jtf*?^ and knotty. The reason is that most of the good trees are 

gone. Probably only 20 percent of all the trees standing are 
\ERUUG clear, straight, A No. 1 timber. We are one of the largest own- 

ers of timber lands in America, and while we have thousands of 
Jp £ good trees left, our lumber all the way through is perhaps very 

little better than the average. But our Sterling grade is picked. 

Of course, Sterling finish lumber is knotless. It grows that 
way. You can no more find a knot in a Sterling finish board 
than you can find spots of copper or tin or nickel in Sterling 
silverware. 

But Sterling means far more than ordinary knotless lumber. 
For some of the poorest lumber in the world i$ free from knots. However, Sterling is all fine, clean, straight, 
solid lumber that rings with the true seasoned sound. No "poor ends" — no soft places — no warps — no 
worm-holes — such as you are apt to buy anywhere else if you are not careful. We use far less than 20 percent of 
our lumber for Sterling System-built Homes. We export a portion 
of our second grades. The rest we sell on the open market. Perhaps 
you might possibly be buying it today from your retailer, for this 
grade is distributed by brokers and wholesalers all over America. 

Sterling has come to mean the same on lumber that it does on silver. 
You should be just as particular in finding the Sterling stamp of quality 
on lumber as you are in finding it on standard silverware. 

Each protects you with the knowledge that you are getting the best. 
Yet, remember— Sterling lumber costs you less than common materials! 
Every piece of lumber that goes into a Sterling Home carries the 
Sterling stamp clearly on its back. It must be right or we will not O. K.

The Sterling Ring — What it Means 

In every industry there are high and low grades of quality. 

Even Nature cannot grow an even, uniform product. Watch the 
farmer select his seed grain. See how carefully the fruit grower packs his 
first quality, which brings him fancy prices. 

And so it is with lumber. Trees vary widely in quality. Their indi- 
vidual parts are also quite different in value. 

Starting as a sapling, the tree adds a ring to its growth each year, until the circumference reaches twelve or fifteen feet. 

The center of that tree was born years ago. It gradually became mature— then passed its middle age until the 
best and strongest years of its life were spent. 

For years this center has been drying and drying — starving for the sap which circulates in the outer rings, keep- 
ing them strong, fresh and vigorous. As a result, when the tree falls, the center is often nearly worthless as building 
material.
